In fact, if lI 
could suggest an interesting home 
exercise for those evenings when 
guests are going to call and the 
talk is sure to turn to world af- 
fairs, it would be to obtain a flat 
map of the world and draw a 
heavy line to separate Soviet ter- 
ritory from that of the so-called 
free world. It will provide dis- 
turbing divertisement and start 
conversational springs flowing 
which will not go dry for a long 
time. 

Note that the line comes just 
north of Yugoslavia and Iran. Do 
not fail to take in little Albania, 
through which the Soviets can 
ship to the shores of the sea. Con- 
sider what it would mean to North 
Africa and to Europe if that So- 
viet line were one day drawn 
so as to take in Yugoslavia or 
Iran. Consider what the straits 
at the Dardanelles would likely 
be if we had not gone to the aid 
of a gasping Greece in 1946-47.

The report covered the fiscal’ 
year 1952 which ended June 30. 
It reflected tax collections on 
everything from the _ individual 
taxes due last March 15 to a 10 
per cent levy on manufacturers 
of fishing rods and other angling 
equipment. 


INDIVIDUAL TAX TAKE 


Individual tax collections totaled 
nearly $33,300,000,000 while corpor- 
ations paid another $21,500,000,000 
on earnings and profits. The fishing 
equipment tax yielded $2,850,000. 

(According to preliminary figures 
for the 1952 fiscal year, internal 
revenue collections from the state 
of Georgia totaled $636,967,023.87 
as compared with $497,030,397.86 
for the previous fiscal period.) 

As announced earlier this month, 
other major collection sources in- 
cluded alcohol taxes, $2,500,000,000; 
tobacco taxes, $1,565,000,000; gam- 
bling taxes, $5,345,000; manufac- 
turing excise taxes, $2,349,000,000, 
and excise levies on furs, jewelry,

For centuries the Russian Tsars 
planned a way to break into it. 
The Germans wanted to extend 
their powers to Damascus so as 
to be able to reach the ancient 
sea and dominate it. Mussolini 
called it ‘‘Our Sea’”’ and dreamed 
of building enough power to make 
it that. 

It is not too much to say that 
World War II was decidéd by 
events in the Mediterranean. 


And there is not the slightest 
doubt that control-of the Mediter- 
ranean is essential to the Western 
powers in the event of war.. Pres- 
ence of our fleet there pleases 
most of the countries, especially 
Greece and Turkey. We must 
stay there. It is, in effect, our 
defense border as well as NATO’s. 


The Clincher 


A look at the map will demon- 
strate the stark truth of such a 
conclusion. A drawing of that 
heavy line to show how the great 
land-mass weight and power of 
Soviet Russia already pushes upon 
the sea and all of Europe, as well 
as vitally strategic North Africa, 
will provide the clincher. 


That is why no American can 
afford to think in terms of isola- 
tionism. 

That NATO has worked as well 
as it has, and the progress is real, 
is due largely to the presence of 
our Sixth Fleet in the strategic 
sea. The problems of command, 
growing out of clashes between 
pragmatic conclusions and nation- 
al prides, are irritating and com- 
plex. But, as governments in 
France and Italy slowly attain 
more stability, the problems will 
be more readily worked out. 

Anyhow -since some of our 
taxes are going to be spent in the 
Mediterranean, I again suggest 
that map exercise. The taxes will 
be no less painful, but the will to 
pay will be strengthened.

The government today reported 
3,110 new cases of ‘‘acute’’ polio 
last week—the largest weekly to- 
tal of the year—and warned that 
the worst is yet to come.

In his first major speech in the bid 
for the White House Wednesday in 
Boise, Idaho, General Eisenhower con- 
firmed the decision of the Republican 
national convention that his views are 
middle-of-the-road with a better chance 
ef public acceptance than the extreme 
rightist philosophy exemplified by Sen- 
ator Taft. 

The general effectively repudiated 
extremists of both right and left. Those 
of the right he called reactionaries who 
view the world through the spectacles of 
the 1890s and who would follow the 
jungle law of every man for himself. 


Extremes of the right or left, he de- 
clared, can cost us our freedom. 

One can hope that if the general is 
elected, his middle-of-the-road views 
can overcome the influence of the Mc- 
Carthys, Dirksens, Jenners, Tafts and 
Hoovers, and their call to return to the 
past as expressed in speech after speech 
during the GOP conclave in Chicago. 

The general’s Idaho address was not 
a McCarthy nor a Hoover speech. 
Thus it reflected the convention’s repu- 
diation of extremism. There was no 
name calling nor any attempt to pin the 
label of socialism or communism on any- 
body. Candidate Eisenhower made it 
clear that he is in accord with the great 
Republican middle -of-the-road doc- 
trines of Abraham Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt, who did not hesitate to use 
government power to curb evils in the 
economy nor to meet challenges to na- 
tional welfare and security. 

+ * ~ 

Just as General Eisenhower has dem- 
onstrated an intent to fulfill promises 
that he would conduct a personal cam- 
paign for the presidency on the basis 
of issues and not personalities, the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, Adlai Stevenson, is do- 
ing equally as well. 

It was evident to the American pub- 
lie at Chicago that as the Republicans 
had already rejected the extremists of 
the right, the Democrats were rejecting 
the extremists of the left. While the 
Republicans veered nearer to center 
from the right, the Democrats were do- 
ing the same from extremism to the left. 

Stevenson’s greatest challenge is to 
avoid the Truman label and to steer 
down the middle, upholding Demo- 
cratic achievements while overcoming 
the shortcomings of obvious corruption, 
excesses, and extremism. The governor 
himself has acknowledged that the most 
‘serious domestic issue is that of cor- 
ruption, which he pledges to deal with 
“ruthlessly” as “I always have.” 

In refuting the Republican charges 
that “it’s time for a change,” the burden 
of proof rests with the Democrats. 

At any rate, the records and pro- 
nouncements of both presidential can- 
didates reject extrffnes in any form. 
The character of b candidates prom- 
ises that the electorate will be informed, 
without demagoguery, of the issues that 
concern America. The patriotism of 
both candidates assures us they will 
tackle the nation’s problems conscien- 
tiously and with confidence. 

Both candidages reflect the times. If 
either is electe® the American people 
can look with confidence to the future. 
We will not g backward.

Legality of Pensions 
Is the Only Question 


Considerable nubile comment about 
Governor Talmadge’s interim appoint- 
ment of two retired Fulton civil court 
judges so they might become eligible for 
pensions prompts us to say that the final 
decision in the matter should rest on 
whether or not the appointments are 
legal. 

The judges in question were retired 
shortly before a 1946 law went into 
effect awarding such jurists a $5,250-a- 


year pension if, retirement comes fol-— 


owing 20 years of service. They were 
given short-term appointments at the 
death of Judge Ralph McClelland, osten- 
sibly to entitle them to receive the pen- 
sions. 

Certainly no one can belittle the mo- 
tives of the governor in this matter, but 
whether he stands on firm legal grounds 
is another question. Both Judge Hath- 
cock and Judge Rosser had given their 
20 years and more of service and their 
retirement came only a few months be- 
fore the law establishing the pension 
fund went into effect. In the governor’s 
view they had earned the pension. 

The pity of it is that Georgia had 
waited so long to establish some system 
of providing security for those people 
who have spent their productive years 
in government service. 

No branch of government should 
have the right arbitrarily to award pen- 
sions at will. We cannot see, however, 
a threat in that direction in the cases of 
Judges Hathcock and Roégser. If they 


~are legally entitled to pensions, they 
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should’ receive them. If they are not, 
the pensions should be withheld, as the 
Fulton County Grand Jury has pointed 
out.

Iran Still Totters 
On Brink of Disaster 


The Iranian army has prevented, at 
least for the time being, a Communist 
coup by the Tudeh Party that could 
have placed another country behind the 
Iron Curtain. Its ultimate goal is still 
to deliver that unhappy country to the 
Kremlin, an event which would multi- 
ply our world problems tenfold. 

In the first place, with the Iranian 
oil supplies in their hands, the Russfan 
military potential will have been in- 
creased many times. And if this Mos- 
lem country falls to the Reds, the entire 
Middle East—the whole Moslem w®é®rld— 
is in danger. Iran is only the first step 
toward eventual absorption of the re- 
maining nations of an area which is 
struggling to throw off the shackles of 
feudalism—an area that holds the fate of 
Europe, Asia and Africa in its grasp. 

The Middle East furnishes 80 per 
cent of the oil for Western Europe, 
without which our plans to defend that 
area must fail. It lies across the supply 
lines of West Europe and Britain to the 
Far East and to Africa, flanks India and 
the remaining free countries of Asia. 
To close the Suez. Canal to the West 
would have economic repercussions that 
would shake the foundations of the en- 
tire world. 


The Middle East provides the great- 
est challenge to American policy makers 
since Korea. We must meet that chal- 
lenge successfully or pay the conse- 
quences in blood and treasure at some 
future date. Right now there appears 
no reason for optimism that we have or 
will meet that challenge successfully.

WASHINGTON—There appears: to be a 
simple cause-and-effect relation between the 
way regular Democratic leaders in Southern 
states are falling into line. behind the Ste- 
venson-Sparkman ticket and the sketchy, 
sates hit-and-run, hedge-hopping airplane 

eg tour now planned for Gen. 

: - Dwight D.. Eisenhower, 
the Republican candidate, 
into several Southern 
cities. This quick trip is 
a sweeping gesture, 
courtly as the bow of a 
Southern gentleman, but 
hardly more than the ges- 
ture that such bows often 

are. 
In short, it would seem 
to indicate that the Re- 
publican high command does not now hold 
the high hopes of the South as it did right 
after the nomination of General Eisen- 
hower. Then there was talk of a real and 
thorough campaign there, and hardly of that 
nature is the series of brief appearances 
planned for Southern cities, most of them at 

airports. 

What happened at the Chicago Demo- 
cratic convention a week later and since in 
the South itself seemingly has put a dif- 
ferent complexion on the South, Republican- 
wise. Arrangements finally evolved at the 
Democratic convention to get the nominees 
on the regular Democratic ballot have since 
been carried out by state committees and 
recessed party conventions. Also at these 
conventions regular party leaders. won en- 
dorsements of the Stevenson-Sparkman ticket 
over dissenting and noisy, but minority, ele- 
ments that wanted to carry through the 
original scheme to put the general’s name 
on the regular Democratic ballot, 

The Republican situation in the South has 
been further complicated by zealous dis- 
sident Democratic supporters of the general 
who in at least two cases already—South 
Carolina and Mississippi—are perfecting 
plans to put the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket on 


an. independent Democrats-for-Eisenhower 


ballot separate from the regular Repub- 
lican ballot. That will split up the general's 
vote between two sets of electors so that it 
cannot be counted as a solid vote. 

While this will give Democrats who still 
nurse their wrath at President Truman 
some comfort, it nevertheless will not con- 
tribute to what is a commendable long- 
range objective, which is creation of a real 
two-party system in the South. 

Apparently dwindling Republican hopes of 
the South might be inferred from the con- 
trasting elation now among realistic Demo- 
cratic strategists about their party’s pros- 
pects in that section where four states bolted 
in 1948 to the Dixiecrat third-party ticket. 
These strategists now are forecasting a clean 
Democratic sweep in the South. 

Beyond that, there is another sign of shift- 
ing targets among. Republicans to other 
parts of the country. This is the studied in- 
creased emphasis on civil rights at Eisen- 
hower headquarters after the vague pledges 
in the Chicago platform. This was reflected, 
among other ways, in the general’s speech at 
Boise, widely advertised as his first ‘‘politi- 
cal’? campaign address. In that he included 
“equal treatment and opportunity for all, 
regardless of race, color or creed’ among 
goals to be achieved by ‘‘calling in boldly 
when necessity dictates the agencies and re- 
sources of the Federal Governmemt”’ if vol- 
untary and local and state government 
measures cannot attain them. This is Gov- 
ernor Stevenson’s position, in effect.

Is Ike’s Journey 
South a Mistake? 


WASHINGTON—There is a feeling here 
that General Ejisenhower’s political man- 
agers may be making a bad mistake in 
sending him on a “whirlwind invasion’’ of 
the Southern states early in September. The 
plan calls for the Republican presidential 
candidate to spend from two to two and a 
half’ days in Dixie in what has been de- 

scribed as a_ surface- 
skimming tour. He is 
scheduled to speak in 10 
or 12 cities in seven or 
more states, with most of 
his speeches delivered at 
the airport. 

As the plan appears to 
shape up, the _ general, 
traveling by plane, will 
land in a Southern city, 
he will make his talk at 

_ the airport, and then he 
will take off for the next stop on the route. 
Only in this way, it is pointed out, could he 
cover so much territory in such a short 
time. 

But the program could backfire very 
badly. The Southern tour is slated to begin 
on Sept. 2, or immediately after Labor Day 
which usually marks the opening of presi- 
dential campaigns. It will be completed in 
time for General Ike to deliver what Chair- 


man Arthur Summerfield of the GOP Na-. 


tional Committee calls his ‘“‘opening cam- 
paign address’’ in Philadelphia on the eve- 
ning of Sept. 4. 

“What assurance is there,’’ asks the 
Washington Evening Star, ‘‘that any sub- 
stantial number of people will journey out to 
the airports to hear a hello-and-good-by talk 
from the candidate? And if the crowds do 
not turn out, the Southern tour, coming in 
early September, can launch the whole Ei- 
senhower campaign on a sour note.’’ 

Therein lies the danger to the general 
in his hasty Southern invasion. It may be 
too much to expect a great outpouring at an 
airport to hear a candidate speak. In the 
first place, most city airports are not too 
convenient to reach. Also, it isn’t much in- 
ducement just to offer a quick look-see at 
the candidate. 

[f Eisenhower fails to command large 
audiences at the Southern airports it may 
have a bad effect on his national campaign. 
Coming on top of what happened at Los 
Angeles recently, it wouldn’t look so good. 
There he faced some 90,000 empty seats 
when he spoke in the vast Coliseum. What 
made matters worse was that it was the first 
major speech he had delivered since cap- 
turing the Republican nomination. Only 
some 12,000 or 14,000 people turned out to 
hear him in the Southern California city, 
despite the ballyhoo of the four newspapers 
supporting him in Los Angeles.

Macon—I was particularly struck with the 
last two or three paragraphs of Ralph Mc- 
Gill’s column of Aug. 12 because the impli- 


cation therein is that while Southern leader- 
ship talks States’ rights, whenever they need 
help they call on a New Deal agency. 


I have heard this line of argument before, 
and in dealing with it I have sometimes told 
this story: 


*‘There used to be a man in Macon who 
had eight or nine boys; didn’t believe in 
educating them; when they rgached the age 
of 11 or 12 he made them get a job; each 
Saturday night the boy would have to turn 
in his wages to his father and the father 
would dole him out 50 cents or $1 for spend- 
ing money. After this had gone on for some 
time, one of the boys, in turning in his 
weekly wages, told his father that he needed 
$20 to buy a suit of clothes. (This was some 
time ago.) The father replied that he was 
ashamed of a son of his who couldn’t make 
enough money to buy his own clothes, but 
had to call on his father for it.”’ 


As I recall the figures, last year the 
State of Georgia general appropriation bill 
for the support of state institutions, etc., was 
about $100,000,000. I believe this has gone 
up to $200,000,000 now with the passage of 
the Minimum Foundation Law. As I recall 
the figures further, individuals and corpora- 
tions and other taxpayers in the State of 
Georgia paid to the Federal Government in 
taxes around $800,000,000. 


It is perfectly apparent that if the Fed- 
eral Government would stick to its consti- 
tutional powers of levying taxes only for 
those purposes intended by the Constitution, 
the states could raise money to take care 
of their own troubles and the troubles of 
their citizens.

Brazil’s Jungle Workers Live Close 
To River, in Huts Built on Stilts 


ON THE AMAZON-—AII through the long, 
blue day we traveled over the smooth tawny 


water. Here in the lower reaches the traf- 
fic of the Amazon is heaviest and now and 
then we passed a sailing boat, its brown sails 
straining, riding up river with the wind and 
tide to pick up its cargo of rubber, hides and 
oily nuts. 

Now and again a little wood-burning 
steam launch, not much bigger than a row 
boat, trudged slowly by, crowded with peo- 
ple, with pigs and chick- 
ens and ducks. Some- 
times, on stretches of the 
river so wide that it 
seemed not a_ flowing 
stream but an inland sea, 
we'd meet a slim canoe, 
sitting so low in the 
water it looked from a 
distance as if its passen- 
gers were riding a float- 
ing log. We’d come upon 
them quickly, the hawk- 
billed skipper blowing hoarsely on the warn- 
ing horn and the people in the canoe would 
stop paddling to watch us as we churned by, 
their round paddles that are shaped like ban- 
jos trailing idly as we passed. 

And then as our wake struck them the 
canoe would roll and bob dangerously and 
they would flog the waters furiously with 
their paddles to keep from rolling over as 
the waves sloshed over the low freeboard of 
their boats, wetting the manioc flour, the 
dried beans, and the leathery blanket of 
charque, or dried meat, which is all the food 
the people of the Amazon take with them 
when they go on a journey on the river. 

This is the most populous part of the 
river, which means that every five or 10 
miles or so a thatched hut, raised on piles, 


‘ ore 


stands at the waters edge. These are the 
homes of the caboclos, the men who gather 
the rubber, cut the timber, range the for- 
ests for the nuts, kill the deer and the wild 
pig and the jaguars and transport them on 
the river to the port where the big boats put 
in. We stopped at several of these little lone- 
ly houses, set on the edge of the jungle, 
and they were all the same. They perched 
high on stilts at the very water’s edge, as if 
the inhabitants hated and feared the forest 
that surrounded them and wished to stay 
near the river in order to make a quick es- 
cape. 


They were made of rough hewn boards 
for siding or of split palm logs, and their 
roofs were thatched with the wide leaves of 
the palm. There were no screens against 
the ‘swarming mosquitoes, and the houses 
had a‘ curiously empty look, for the caboclo 
has no use for beds. He swings his hammock 
from a nail, and wrapped in this cocoon of 
thread or fibre, he sleeps cooly and in com- 
fort. The waters slosh and suck beneath the 
flooring of his house when the tide is in, and 
when the water is low a great stretch of fetid 
black mud lies between him and the river. 


Usually, Jerry the doctor, tells me, a 
caboclo mother will have 10 or 12 children 
before, drained of all strength and will, she 
dies. And of the dozen born, only three or 
four will live to reach the 40 years of age 
that is the average life span of the dweller 
on the river. 

These are the people that Jerry Moore- 
head and Robin McGlohn, each in their own 
way, are trying to help. Jerry by chasing 
the dysentery bugs which kill them young, 
Robin by prowling the world to find markets 
for the products which they, with infinite

At Trieste 
Seen Nearer

ROME, Aug. 21,-An important 
step for the solution of the Trieste 
problem, which has embittered 
Italo-Yugoslav relations since the 
conclusion of the Italian peace 
treaty in 1947, is believed to have 
been taken on Monday when the 
United States ambassador, Ells- 
worth Bunker, and British charge 
d’Affaires, Pierre Sebilleau, called 
separately on foreign under secre- 
itay Paolo Emilio Taviani and had 
long conversations with him. 

This step followed 24 hours after 
a similar call by the diplomatic 
representatives of the same three 
countries on Marshall Tito on the 
island of Brioni Sunday. 


CONCRETE PROPOSALS 


It seems clear that the United 
States, Britain and France did not 
limit themselves to urging Italy 
and Yugoslavia to start direct ne- 
gotiations on Trieste, as they have 
done at other times in the past 
but that they submitted some con- 
crete proposals or at least gave a 
clear indication of the lines on 
which they would like to see the 
problem solved. 

That something of unusual mo- 
ment was undertaken is held to be 
confirmed by the secrecy that sur- 
rounds Monday’s meetings. The

Amateur social workers—and that includes all of us sometimes 
ao-gooders—are easily discouraged and for a very good reason. 
amateur social work is discouraging business. 

When you go all out to help somebody it’s only human to build 
up in your mind a lovely picture of The Grateful Poor and expect 
the recipient of your favors to act that way. And, of course, they 
seldom do. 


As a young reporter I was bitterly disillusioned when I spent 
weeks helping a widow with six children get a place to.live and some 
groceries and then she said: ‘‘Now, hon, I wonder if you could hep 
me git Mary Lucille a permanent?”’ 

It took me 10 years to get around to realizing that maybe a 
permanent for Mary Lucille would have done the family more good 
than bread and beans and a roof over their head. 


That’s why I felt cheered and heartened yesterday when the mail 
brought me a copy of the Family Service Society’s semiannual re- 
port to The Constitution’s H. H. Trotti on the Opportunity Fund. 

The report points out that of 19 families given help during the 
first six months of the year, five have already become self-sustaining 
and several others give promise of becoming so in. the near future. 

It didn’t take much money actually to put these families on their 
feet—about $225.21 each—but it took a lot of casework, a lot of 
understanding and encouragement. Somebody had to let them talk 
out their problems and help them to see them clearly and give them 
the strength and the confidence to tackle them. 


That’s hard for us amateurs, who are willing to give the shirt 
off our backs and the food out of our children’s mouths, but whu 
lack the skill and the patience of the pros. 

The caseworkers at the Family Service Society are trained to 
look back of human ills, be they financial or something even more 
complicated. They have helped these families sort out their troubles 
and face up to them and it has saved the community money. 


The report to Mr. Trotti of course does not say why those 19 
Opportunity Fund families needed assistance but it does say: 
causes of need among families and individuals are many and varied, 
the financial aspect being only one of them.”’ 


It’s good to have the Family Service Society on the job but here | 


in. midsummer it’s especially pleasant to know that money given 
in a burst of good feeling to the Opportunity Fund last Christmastime 
is at work saivaging families that were headed for shipwreck.

PERFECT CONSISTENCY 


“I was so happy. It was per- 
fect consistency. Only thing I 
misjudged was the amount—had 

_enough to feed 50 very hungry 

people. I sent some of it home 
with my guests and stored the 
rest of it in my deep freeze,” 
said Mrs. Dowling. 

Mrs. Dowling is quick to agree 
that ice cream (the home- 
turned kind you can discuss for 
the rest cf the evening) thaws 
out visitors well beyond the 
grade school age just as easily 
as it does paper favor party- 
ites. : 

Mrs. Dowling advocates the 
use of the ‘‘custard base’’ meth- 
od for making ice cream. Her 
recipe is very rich. 


PRE-CHILL FREEZER 


The mest important thing to 
remember jis that freezer and 
custard must both be pre-chilled. 
Start vour ice cream making the 
day before you plan to serve. 
Time saving is the greatest asset 
of drug store ice cream, which is 
also very tasty when the home- 
churned product isn’t available. 

Place paddle and ice cream 
receptacle (if you have room) in 
refrigerator overnight. Then mix 
the following custard that should 
also be stored in refrigerator 
overnight. 


RICH PEACH ICE CREAM 


1 quart light cream 

1 quart heavy cream 

1 dozen eggs yolks 

l cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 tablespoon almond extract 

8 pounds crushed fresh 

peaches. 

1. Mix salt, sugar, light cream 
and egg yolks thoroughly in top 
of double boiler. 2. Cook over 
low heat until mixture coats 
spoon. 3. Cool thorcughly and 
add heavy cream. Place mix- 
ture in refrigerator overnight. 

4. When you’re ready to turn 
the cream the following day 
place ice cream eontainer into 
freezer tub. Fix paddle in place. 
Pack haifway up with VERY 
FINE crushed ice and layers of 
rock salt. Allow to stand 45 min- 
utes until thoroughly chilled— 
make sure tub drain is open. 

9. Add almond flavoring to cus- 
tard mixture and pour into ice 
cream container. 6 Put top in 
place and pack up with ice and 
salt. 7. Turn until you feel a 
firm pull on handle (about 10 
minutes), 8. Remove ice from 
top of can (be very careful not 
to let ice or salt get into cream) 
and add crushed, peeled peaches 
mixing in with paddle. 

9. Repack freezer and continue 
turning until handle won't go 
any more (should take about 15 
minutes). 10. Atlow cream to set 
—adding ice and salt as it melts 
away—for about half hour. It’s 
ready to serve. This recipe yields 
about 1 gallon.

Picnic sandwiches: chop four 
hard-cooked eggs fine and mix 
them with a small can of deviled 
ham. Moisten this filling with 
mayonnaise and season with 
prepared mustard, chili sauce, 
Worcestershire sauce and finely 
grated onion.

of cream, It’s less expensive to 
make than Mrs. Dowling’s fa- 


vorite rich, party ice cream. Use 
the same procedure for prepar- 
ing freezer. 


ECONOMY ICE CREAM 

2 cups milk 
2 beaten eggs 
3%. cup sugar 

1 tablespoon flour 
14 teaspoon salt 

2 cups light cream 
2 teaspoons vanilla. 

1. Mix eggs, milk, sugar, flour, 
salt and vanilla in top of double 
boiler. Stir constantly until mix- 
ture coats spoon. Cool and add 
heavy cream. Store ‘custard in 
refrigerator overnight and turn 
into freezer when ready to fin- 
ish ice cream. 

Variations for basic 
recipe: 

CHOCOLATE: Add two ounces 
of unsweetened chocolate to the 
cold milk and allow to melt as 
milk is scalded. Beat mixture 
with rotary beater until smooth. 


STRAWBERRY: Add pint of 
fresh or frozen crushed straw- 
berries and omit vanilla. 

COFFEE: Replace the two 
cups of milk with two cups of 
very strong coffee and omit va- 
nilla. 

CARAMEL PECAN: Melt one- 
half cup sugar in heavy skillet, 
stirring constantly until you have 
a golden brown syrup. Add one- 
half cup boiling water gradually 
and continue stirring.
